1) energy efficiency in utilization and conservation of energy resources and 2) prospective 
manufacture. 



Applicant asserts the present invention materially contributes to the efficient utilization 
and conservation of energy resources including the reduction of energy assumptions. 

The typical incandescent-based light string consumes 1 8 watts of electricity per string of 
100 lights. The light string of this patent application consumes only 1 .98 watts of electricity per 
string of 100 lights. This is an energy saving of greater than 95%. In consideration of the 
hundreds of millions of light sets used during the holiday season, this energy saving becomes 



Additionally the EPA has been contacted and the Applicant is in the process of applying 
for participation in the ENERGY STAR program. The Applicant has been assured by the EPA 
representative that the invention qualifies for participation in the ENERGY STAR program. 

In addition, since holiday and decorative lights have become a disposable commodity, as 
evidenced by over 60,000,000 (sixty million) boxes being imported to the U.S. annually. These 
lights normally last a maximum of one season and are then disposed into landfills. The lights of 
the present application are designed for longevity and are sold with a five-year guarantee, thereby 
significantly reducing landfill waste.
